General  Provision  of  Health  Services 
for  the  Area. 

Laboratory  Facilities. 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  laboratory  arrange- 
ments during  the  past  year.  Bacteriological  examinations 
are  carried  out  at  the  Public  'Health  Laboratory,  King’s 
College,  Newcastle  upon  Tvne,  in  accordance  with 
arrangements  made  between  the  County  Council  and 
Durham  University. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  Heworth  and  District  Nursing  Association 
are  a local  voluntary  body,  who  provide  the  services  of 
two  nurses  for  home  nursing  duties.  These  nurses  work 
under  the  direction  of  general  practitioners  of  the  area. 

(c)  Hospitals : Public  and  Yoluntary. 

There  is  an  Isolation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases 
at  Windy  Nook,  Felling,  which  is  maintained  by  this  Local 
Authority.  It  consists  of  4 large  wards  and  a small  observa- 
tion ward,  each  with  its  own  lavatory  and  bathroom.  Total 
accommodation,  28  beds  and  6 cots.

(d)  TREATMENT  CENTRES  AND  CLINICS. 
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Section  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  (i)  Water. 

With,  the  exception  of  one  small  holding  the  area  is 
supplied  with  water  drawn  from  the  reservoir  of  the  New- 
castle and  Gateshead  Water  Company  through  a piped 
system.  Pressure  of  water  is  poor  in  the  higher  parts  of  the 
district.  A farm,  homestead,  and  four  attached  cottages 
which  previously  obtained  a supply  of  water  for  human 
consumption  from  a bore  hole  and  spring  is  now  supplied 
with  water  from  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Com- 
pany’s mains.  The  small-holder  (caravan  dwelling)  obtains 
a supply  of  water  for  human  consumption  from  a spring. 
Two  samples  of  spring  water  were  taken  during  the  year, 
and  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for  Chemical  and 
Bacteriological  Examination.  Two  samples  of  pond  water 
were  submitted  for  analysis  (suspected  case  of  Typhoid). 

SMITHBUKN  ROAD— SPEING. 

Observations. — The  examination  of  this  sample  shows 
that  it  is  contaminated  by  some  form  of  undesirable  drainage, 
and  consequently  in  its  present  condition  the  supply  is  not 
satisfactory  quality  for  drinking  purposes. 

SMITHBURN  ROAD— SPRING  (AFTER 
CHLORINATION).- 

Observation. — The  sample  affords  no  evidence  of 
contamination  by  drainage  of  an  undesriable  character,  and 
the  bacteriological  tests,  both  of  which  show  that  the  mat- 
ters observed  in  the  microscopical  examination  have  no 
significance  from  the  hygienic  standpoint.  The  treatment 
is  perfectly  satisfactory,  and  the  water  is  of  good  and  whole- 
some quality  for  hiuman  consumption. 

(ii)  Drainage. 

No  important  development  has  taken  place  during  the 
year.  Examination  of  the  drainage  system  at  a cinema 
proved  that  the  system  was  antiquated  and  defective.  New 
drainage,  together  with  proper  sanitary  accommodation  for 
men  and  women,  has  been  provided. 
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2.  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  River  Tyne  is  our  only  large  waterway  and  serves 
as  a common  sewer  for  the  many  townships  along  its  banks. 
The  other  stream  running  through  this  district  is  known  as 
tlie  River  Don. 

3.  (i)  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  approximately  6,480  water-closets,  120  ash- 
closets  and  2 ash  middens  in  Felling.  I'he  number  of  ash- 
closets  will  decrease  as  further  Clearance  of  unht  pri>perty 
takes  place.  4'he  ash-closets  are  situated  in  remote  parts 
of  the  district  where  no  sewers  are  availailable. 

(ii)  Public  Cleansing. 

Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse,  Street  Sweeping 
and  Collection  of  Salvage  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Depart- 
ment. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

Collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  means  of  three 
motor  vehicles:  Eordson,  7 cub.  yds.;  Coinmer,  9 cub.  yds.; 
Karrier  Bantam,  7 cub.  yds.  These  vehicles  collect  the 
house  and  trade  refuse  from  approximately  6,700  premises. 
Each  vehicle  is  manned  by  four  loaders.  The  longest  haul  is 
approximately  two  miles,  the  tip  being  situated  at  the  South 
West  of  the  district.  Controlled  tipping  is  strictly  carried 
out.  Transport  of  the  inert  material  for  covering  purposes 
on  the  tip  is  done  by  our  refuse  collecting  lorries.  House 
refuse  collection  is  once  weekly;  where  a twice  weekly  col- 
lection is  necessary  an  extra  bin  is  provided  free  of  charge 
by  the  Local  Authority.  Trade  refuse  is  collected  twice 
weekly. 

GULLEY  CLEANSING. 

Gully  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  means  of  a 500 
gallon  Gully  Emptier.  The  vehicle  has  a 7 cub.  yd.  inter- 
changeable refuse  collection  body. 

SALVAGE. 

The  collection  of  salvage  has  been  carried  out  during 
the  year.  Each  refuse  collection  vehicle  is  provided  with  a 


trailer  and  wire  basket.  Salvage  from  house  and  shop 
premises  is  carried  out  at  the  same  time  as  refuse  collec- 
tion. Large  quantities  of  salvage  are  collected  separately. 
Pig  food  is  collected  once  a week.  A summary  of  the 
material  collected  is  given  below.
